Ee had apparently read local accounts of the open ing of n 
Office and called on this Office as a matter of interest. j Durixig our con-^s^‘ 
versation at the tine of his visit-he did not attempt to ijake any inquiri& 
whatsoever that in order to be answered would require tTinjfliTmlg^ng nf ^iny 
infonaatlon. Wowever, during the conversation he .mentioned the Bureau and his 
experiences therewith in his newspaper work in "Washington and cocnented that 
the .Scripps-Eoward Newspapers are not .at this time .friendly toward you. Ee 
.stated 'that.. the .Scripps-Eoward .management and {personnel ;felt- keen admiration - ^ - 
for the work and success of the F. B. 1, but that they -felt to.some extent 
the -ill will toward you more or less personally. In order that 1 could better 
advise you 1 attempted to find the reason for this ill will and Pyle stated that 
it was due to the fact that the Scripps-Eoward Papers feel, particularly in 
Washington, D. C,, that you discriminating against their representatives and 
reporters in giving out information and’ releases. Ee stated that his paper felt 
that you were favoring particularly one Rex Collier, who is connected with the 
Washington Star. Ee said that he recalls instances when he, as well as others, 
of his paper have felt that they had not "been given an even^break with Collier 
in obtaining important :press releases pertaining to Bureau s^tiyltles.

described as your desire for personal publicity. 

On learning the reason for the animosity his paper felt toward you 
I took rather heated issue with him on the matter and stated that any feelixxg 
he or his paper had about your being desirous for personal publicity was 
completely xmfounded, that in my opinion it was perfectly natural for the 
head of any organization as much in the public eye as the Bureau to receive 
■personal publicity ;regardless of his personal desire to do so. I further 
stated the emphatic opinion that I did not think that any news agency was 
being discriminated against by you or anybody in the Bureau unless it was be¬ 
cause of some good reason. 

Mr, Pyle did not take offense at my remarks, which I stated emphat¬ 
ically but without desire to personally offend him. He left the Office 
apparently in the best of humor.
